— The  Cuban  government  declined  the  United  States  offer 
of  a disaster  assessment  team,  asking  instead  to  permit 
the  sale  to  Cuba  of  "indispensable  materials"  and  to 
allow  U.S.  food  sellers  to  offer  credit  to  Cuba.

14.  (SBU)  Southeastern  islands  bear  brunt  of  storm: 

— Bahamian  Royal  Defense  Force  strike  teams  were  pre- 
deployed.

15.  (SBU)  Limited  access  and  weather  hamper  efforts: 

--  President  Preval  requested  a commitment  from 
international  donors  to  provide  immediate  assistance, 
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including  temporary  bridges  and  road  repair,  medical  and 
food  assistance,  and  long-term  assistance  for  recovery 
of  the  agricultural  sector.  (MG/Embassy  Port-au-Prince

--  Preval  warned  a lack  of  communication  throughout  the 
country  could  affect  his  ability  to  govern.
